RUSSIA AND THE ROUBL B, 


It is, of course, possible to exaggerate 
the importance of. the contents of the 
brief cable regarding the rouble, which 
Appeared recently in our’ columns. In 
general terms it may be explained: that 
although the rouble is the coin of a 
country with » gold standard its value 
in Great Britain has depreciated more 
than two hundred and fifty per cent. 
Bince the outbreak of war. Locally, we 
understand, the valuo of the rouble is 
More or less officially quoted at thirty 
cents; but, working the problem: out’on 
the ruly of the dollar exchange with gold, 
and rémembering the fact that ten pounds 
sterling will purchase two hundred and 
fifty roubles, we find that the rouble is 
really worth .about twenty-seven cents 
‘local currency, Bince the dollar in 
Hongkong lags behind that of Shanghai *| 
it ia not improbable that four roubles can 


}be obtained for oue dollar in the North 


of China. People, who travelled home on.
